Dover. Del., February 5.—The sudden 
announcement this afternoon that J. Ed- 
ward Addicks had withdrawn from the 
eandidacy for United States senator. 
which he has urged so persistently since 
1835, created an immense sensation. 

The belief is general that the refusal 
of the United States senate to confirm 
United States Distriet Attorney William 
M. Byriie had the €ffect’ of bringing 
about Mr. Addicks’ withdrawal. The 
union republican choice for senator in 
place of Addicks will probably be Gov- 
ernor Hunn, or Secretary of State Lav- 
ton. State Senator Allee, the : Addicks 
leader, has repeatedly declared that he 
would not accept the United States sen- 
atorship. 

This rumor was confirmed soon after 
2 o'clock, when the caucus adjourned 


Statement by Addicks. 

Mr. Addicks’ statement to the caucus 
was as follows: 

“To the Republican Members of the 
General Assembly: “My advent in Dela- 
ware politics more than fourteen vears 
azo was preceded by republican defeat 
and disaster dating practically from the 
birth. of the party itself. Whatever ac- 
cidental advantage was held in those 
iong yvears was due alone t6é some out- 
break of factionalism in the ranks of 
cur opponents. and not to any strength 
or confidence on the part of the repub- 
licans themselves.

Born in Lincoln County. 

Dr. J. L. M. Curry was born in Lincoln 
county, Georgia, near Lincolnton, in 1825. 
Though a native of Georgia, Dr. Curry 
spent a number of years in Alabama and 
lived in other southern 
siates. 

His reputation is not confined to the 
south, but he is known and loved the 
country over. While his political services 
have been notable, it is chiefly as an ed- 
ucator that Dr. Curry is known. 

When he was but 13 years of age he 
moved from Georgia to Alabama and in 
1868 went to Richmond, Va., which he 
afterwards made his home. He was 
graduated from the Uuniversity of Geor- 
gia in 1843 and from the Harvard law 
schoo! in 1845. His tastes for political life 
were fostered by early and steady prefer- 
ment. In 1847 he was elected to the leg- 
islature of Alabama and returned to 
three sessions consecutively, ard at the 
end of that time he was elected to the 
house of representatives and served in 
the thirty-fifth and thirty-sixth congress. 


In Confederate Congress. 
When Alabama seceded Dr. Curry re- 


| signed and was elected to the first con- 
| gress of the Confederate States, where 
‘he served 
{| sense of honor, experience, eloquence and 


with distinetion. His. higna 
ability gave him a great influence among 
the legislators. 

Dr. Curry served in the Mexican war 
and also with the confederate army as 
lieutenant colonel of the Fifth Alabama 
cavalry. 

After the close of the war in 1865, 
Dr. Curry assiduously devoted himself 
to educational, moral and religious inter- 
ests of his state. He was in 1865 made 
president of Howard college and in 1868 
was appointed professor of the English 
language and philosophy in the Rich- 
mond college for a period. He lectured 
on constitutional and international law. 
During these years he received the hon- 
orary degree of D.D. and LL.D. from 
several institutions north as well as 
south. 

Upon the death of Rev. Barnas Sears, 
D.D., the trustees of the Peabody fund 


| at once called Professor Curry to the re- 
| sponsible position of general agent. Dr. 
| Curry threw himself enthusiastically into 


the work. He was not a mere theorist, 
but a thorough and practical worker, 
who mastered details and analyzed sys- 
terns and applied principles with consum- 
mate skill and industry.

Waycross, Ga., February 5.—(Special.)— 
There is no prospect of settlement of the 
difficulty between the Gustoso cigar fac- 
tory and the fifty cigarmakers who went 
out on strike yesterday. 

The men quit work on account of a 
reduction in the pay of the cigar pacKers 
and today the officers of tdé company no- 
tified the cigarmakers that a general re- 
duction of pay for making the 5-cent 
brand of cigars would be made, 

The strikers positively decline to return 
to work under this reduction and the 
company will probably fill their places 
with girls to make cheap brands of 
goods, and cigarmakers from Cuba or 
Tampa for other goods. 

V. Pena, the packer, on waose account 
the cigarmakers struck, was getting an 
average salary of $250 per month and 
some weeks he drew more than $70. He 
is a Cuban and small stockholder in fac- 
tory. The men have been orderly today 
and have discussed the situation at sev- 
eral meetings. 

The factory will continue to run with 
fifteen girls as strippers and a dozen ap- 
prentices and additional cigarmakers to 
be employed as soon as possible. Fifteen 
German girls from Pennsylvania want 
to come here to work in the factory as 
apprentices and several applications have 
been received from. girls in nearby 
towns who want work.

HE SPOKE TO LARGE CROWD. 


Booker Washington Made No Allu- 
sion to Wispute. 
Gainesville, Fla.. February 5.—Two 
thousand people of both races went to 
the court house tonight to hear Booker 
r. Washington, and, by 7 o'clock the 
house was packed and hundreds were 
standing outside unable to get in. He 
made no allusion to the dispute over his 
invitation except as it might be inferred 
from the opening of his address. He 

said in part: 

“‘Many teachers of the public schools 
of Florida were educated at the Tuske- 
gee institute and I am sure it is but 
right and proper that you should know 
something of the methods employed in 
preparing colored teachers for their 
work. There ig nothing unnatural! or un- 
usual in my being invited here to ex- 
plain the methods and object of our 
work. Even in days of slavery the two 
races had frequent conferences witu each 
other. There was no master who would 
not permit a slave to come into his pres- 
ence and talk freely about his condition 
and aspirations. There was no slave who 
did not feel he could have a hearing in 
tl presence of his owner.” 

Speaking of the’ work at Tuskegee, he 
Said: 

“When I began the work. of founding 
Tuskegee institute I resolved to make the 
school not only of value in uplifting my 
Own race, but a schoo] to send out col- 
ored men and women who should prove 
of value to both races. In analyzing the 
condition of our people I found a ma- 
jority lived by some form of agriculture, 
and I found in studying the life of the 
race that, as a rule, the race was bet 
ter off in the country districts occupied 
in the cultivation of the soil, and from 
the first I have placed the greatest em- 
phasis on agricultural training. I be- 
lieve the time not far distant when the 
advantage of teaching agriculture in all 
public schoois wiil be seen. T believe you 
will agree with me when TI say the time 
has come when we must reeognize that 
an intelligent, skillful, conscientious man 
is of more value than an ignorant, shift- 
less one. I do not believe the negro will 
ever appeal to the white man in vain.”

As Yet. 


Washington, February 6.—The discus- 
gion of the statehood bill in the senate 
today turned on the question of poly- 
fimy. A number of. senators who here- 
tofoere have taken no part tn the flebate 
participated in the discussion. Mr. Me- 
Comas had started the debate yesterday 
by criticising the pending bill as being 
too liberal and when the subject came 
up today Mr, Gallinger adverted to his 
remarks and said that he was in favor 
of an amendment covering this question 
as strong as could be drawn. 

influence of the Mormon church 
in politics occupied a large share of the 
debate, Which Mr. Hale characterized as 
interesting, Valuable an@ startling, be- 
cause it had disclosed a powerful re- 
ligious organization “exerting ftself as 
a dominant, potential force” oyer the 
mind and action of its followers, which 
should be taken into account in future 
legislation. 

Mr. Dubois (Idaho) declared that no 
polygamist could occupy any high po- 
litical place without the consent of the 
first presidency of the Mormon church. 
The same influence, he said, was exer- 
cised in New Mexico and Arizona. He 
said that Idaho could contrél the Mor- 
mon people whenever it so desires. 

Mr. Hale replied that the matter was 
a dark element that cannot be pene- 
trated by the light that usually illumi- 
nates and enlightens communities gen- 
erally in the states, 

Mr. Teller said the Mormon church is 
all powerful and that whenever it spoke 
through its first presidency the great 
bedy of the church responded to the 
demand that was made. 

Mr. Rawlins (Utah) declared that the 
Mormon church influence in politics in 
Utah is an important factor.

CLAYTON LANDS 
ON REPUBLICANS 


Charges Them with Bad Faith 


in Trust Legislation, 


Alabama Representative Opens Anti- 
Trust Debate for Democrats in 
Brilliant Speech—Republi- 
cans Seem To Be Afraid 
To Go on Record. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, February 5.—(Special.)— 
The fight for adequate anti-trust legis- 
| lation for which the democratic party 
(is contending was started in the house 
today by Hon. Henry Clayton, of Ala- 
bama, who was one of the democratic 
members of the anti-trust subcommittee 
which reported the bill under considera- 
tion, 

Under the rule for the consideration of 
the bill which the republicans put 
through by a strictly party vote the 
democrats have been refused all opporf- 
tunities for a record vote on the amend- 
ments which they have proposed. The 
republicans were afraid to trust these 
amendments to a test vote in which 
members of their party would be put 
on record. The amendments reported by 
the democratic members of the subcom- 
mittee are all designed to strengthen 
the bill and make it an anti-trust meas- 
ure in something more than name. 
Among them are several providing for 
putting trust protected products upon 
the free list. 

Republicans Afraid. _ 

The republican managers are afraid 
that western republicans will join with 
the democrats in the support of these 
amendments in response to the western 
demand for tariff revision so they have 
provided against a record vote. 

After the rule had been. adopted, Mr. 
Clayton was the first democratic speak- 
He arraigned the republicans for 
their bad faith in making loud anti- 
trust professions, but very weak per- 
formances. He analyzed the republican 
bill and contrasted it with the demo- 
cratic amendments showing that unless 
these were adopted the bill would mean 
little. The republicans, he said, had a 
real opportunity to do something, but 
they were doing nothing except furnish 
themselves with campaign material by 
means of which they would claim they 
have done something. Then ‘he entered 
upon a strong and brilliant arraignment 
of the republican party, which was un- 


er. 


' doubtedly one of the best speeches heard 


in congress this session. 

The anti-trust bill debate itself did not 
develop much animation, although there 
was a fairly large attendance in the gal- 
leries. The rule under which the house 
was to operate, however, precipitated a 
lively discussion. Messrs. Richardson 


(Tennnessee), Fleming (Georgia), and 
Clayton (Alabama) protested vigorously 
against the rule for consideration of the 
bill because it did not permit them to 
secure a record vote on a substitute, but 
the republicans replied that they were 
willing to accept the responsibility. The 
pill to expedite prosecutions occasioned 
no debate. Jt passed the house, as it 
did the senate yesterday, without a word 
of debate. 


Powers Opens Debate. 

Mr. Powers (republican, Massachu- 
setts) made the opening argument for 
his side of the house on the judiciary 
committee bill and Mr. Clayton (demo- 
crat, Alabama) opened for his side. 

Mr. Powers in his speech declared that 
the pending bill might be entitled prop- 
erly ‘‘a bill to defend the American peo- 
ple in their industrial liberty.” 

The consolidation of industry, he said, 
was the result of an economic revolu- 
tion and could not be stopped. All that 
could be done was to insist that these 
combinations should be kept well within 
certain limits; that no advantage over 
his smaller competitor should be allowed 
the big corporation in the shipment of 
goods. The proposition of the other side 
to reach the trusts by removing the tar- 
iff, he said, was shown to be futile when 
it was understood that there were trusts 
in 169 articles on the free list. In this 
connection Mr. Powers said he believed 
the time had come when there should bs 
a general revision of the tariff upon 
other grounds, not as a remedy to regu- 
late trusts. 

In concluding Mr. Powers pointed out 
that there was a growing socialistic sen- 
timent in this country as evidenced by 
the increased vote of the party in Mas~- 
sachusetts last fall from 4,000 to 40,000. 
There were, he said, many intelligent 
people who gbelieved the government 
should procéed to take charge of the 
railroads and other means of interstate 
commerce. It was fmportant, he sid, 
that these people should be made ta 
understand by the enactment of a Dill 
like the pending one that congress pro- 
posed to.hold these gigantic combina- 
tions in check. 


Clayton Scores Republicans. 


Mr. Clayton (Alabama), a member of 
the judiciary committee, who followed 
Mr. Powers, agreed with him that thera 
had been no politics in the considera- 
tion of the subject of regulating trusts, 
in the committee. but he insisted that 
the methods proposed by republicans and 
democrats differed radically. He and his 
associates, he said, believed that in ad- 
dition to the interstate commerce clause 
of the constitution, the taxing power. 
directly and in the levying of customs 
duties, could be and should be invoked. 
His side was not opposed to publicity, 
but they did not regard it as a cure. 
Mr. Clayton created much amusement 
by recalling the attitude of the repuh- 
licans on the trust question in the fifty- 
sixth congress when they insisted that 
they were powerless to deal with the 
question without a constitutional. amend- 
ment. He predicted that ‘corporate 
greed’’ would never permit certain sec- 
tions of the pending bill to become a 
law. 

In conclusion Mr. Clayton described the 
pending bill as the “soothing stroke of 
a friendly hand."” What the democrats 
wanted was action that would smean 
something.

MORE MONEY FOR JUDGES. 


Agreement Reachd on Bill Providing 
for Higher Salaries. 
Washington, February 5.—The confer- 
ees of the two houses of cgngress in the 
bill increasing the salaries of United 
States judges reached an agreement to- 
day generally accepting the salaries fixed 
by the bill as it passed the house. The 
measure as agreed upon, and as it will 
become a law, fixes the salary of the 
chief justi¢e of the supreme court of 
the United States at $13,000 per year and 
the associates at $12,000 each, the sal- 
aries of circuit judges at $7,000 and the 

salaries of district judges at $6,000.

where, a few hours later, Coroner Rogers 
impaneled a jurv of inquest and se- 
cured all the evidence possible in the 
case. It appears that the last day the 
old man was seen prior to his death 
was a week ago, when he came to Athens 
to sign his pension application blank be- 
fore Ordinary Wingfield, in order that 
he might receive the $60 due him by the 
state on February 23. The supposition 
is that some one thinking he had drawn 
his pension entered his room and mur- 
dered him in order to secure this money. 
The door of the house was unlocked and 
one of the windows partly raised. The 
body of Mr. Hudson was found upon his 
bed and there were some evidences of 
a struggle that had ensued before the 
asassin had accomplished his purpose. 

Dr. E. A. Lampkin, who attended the 
inquest, testified that in his professional 
Sudgment the deceased had been choked 
to death, and from the condition of the 
bedy the crime must have been com- 
mitted a week ago. No evidence could 
be secured that would tend to throw 
any light upon the identity of the as- 
sassin, and the entire matter is shroud- 
ed in mystery. 

Mr. Hudson lived at some distance 
from his nearest neighbor in a rather 
secluded place. No one remembers see- 
suspicious character in the 
neighborhood at the time of the murder, 
although such might have been the case 
w'thout being noticed on account of the 
isolation of the home of the deceased. 

It is the general opinion in the neigh- 
borhood of the crime that it was the 
deed of a negro, but this is merely sus- 
picion, without evidence thus far to back 
it up. The verdict of the coroner's jury 
was that the deceased came to his death 
by choking, at the hands of parties un- 
known to the jury. 

The authorities are investigating the 
case fully with the hope of finding some 
clew whereby the dastardly assassin may 
be apprehended and brought to justice.

“Memphis is wrestling just now with 
a number of important and interesting 
municipal problems,”’ remarked a prom- 
inent citizen of the big Tennessee city 
in the hotel lobby yesterday. 

‘There is no use denying the fact that 
we are way behind in many important 
particulars,” he went on. “Our police 
system is bad, our street car system is 
worse because of monopoly; our streets 
need paving, and altogether our entire 
municipal government needs Overhauling. 
[ am not in politics in any sense, so l 
am merely expressing the view of some 
of the Memphis people who are waking 
up to the situation and beginning to de- 
mand what they ought to have. 

“It is gratifying to know, however, that 
the matter is being agitated by the papers 
and we hope within the course of a short 
time much will be accomplished. The 
monopoly which has hold of our street 
car system compels the people to put up 
with whatever it has a mind to give them. 
We have the worst tars, the worst 
tracks and the ‘sorriest lot of conductors 
and motormen to be found in any im- 
portant city of the south. The police 
pay ho attention to small _ vices and 
crimes, and one negro may cut and slash 
another without being arrested unless the 
ease should prove to be a really serious 
one. They have just begun to do a little 
street paving, which is needed badly 
enough all over the city. 

“One thing that can be said in Mem- 
phis’ favor, even if the Sunday liquor 
laws are constantly violated, is that there 
is practically no gambling in the city. 
But this is not due to the police. One 
of the gamblers caused the others to 
close all of their establishments by de- 
manding blackmail. They paid it once 
and opened for a night or two, but the 
second demand for money was met with a 
refusal and they have been closed ever 
since. 

“We are hoping for better days out 
there. and a city of more than 100,000 in- 
habitants should certainly have such mu- 
nicipal improvements and conditions as 
are enjoyed by cities of one-half the size. 
I sincerely hope that something will come 
of the stir that is now being made. Mem- 
phis has plenty of money, and if we 
could only stir up some of your Atlanta 
spirit out there the much needed im- 
provements would be sure to come.” 


Are ‘(Chatham county’s grand jurors 
lazy? That is the change made against 
them by the county commissioners down 
there, according to a well known Sa- 
vannahian, who was in the city yester- 
day. 

“The grand jury,”’ he said, “employed a 
couple of experts to go through the books 
of the various county officers, and to 
make a thorough examination of them.

Let me commend the action of Alabama 
as worthy of imitation. If a confederate 
soldier from Georgia, South Carolina, 
Tennessee or any of the others has 
changed his residence and finds a rest- 
ing place in Alabama and complies with 
requirements of the law, proving service 
and indigency, he shares equally with 
the native born Alabaman in the small 
pittance that we feel able to give, wish- 
ing it could be quadrupled. He endured 
hardship and privatiqn of every sort, as 
much for us as for his native state. Our 
obligation to help him if he be needy 
is not at all influenced by the place of 
his birth, but because of service ren- 
dered. If an old worthy confederate has 
left his native heath, Georgian though 
he may be, or from any other state, he 
does not forfeit his right to the gratitude 
and kindly consideration of the entire 
southern people. 
Let Georgia, my native state, know 
that her soldiers casting in their lot with 
us shall cheerfully receive what help 
we are able to give. To treat him oth- 
erwise would not be right. This is Ala- 
bama’s verdict and the true logic of the 
situation. The sober second thought of 
Georgia, it is reasonable to suppose, will 
be the same.

Another feature of the hearing of yea- 
terday afternoon was the appearance of 
Joel Hurt, former president of the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company, who 
told the committee that he had 
seen such wholesale disregard of the 
rights of the people as has been dis- 
played by the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company in rearranging its routes 
and schedules after the consolidation ot 
iaSt vear, 

Mr. Hurt told the committee that lhe 
did not intend to stop protesting, and that 
in the event the street railv ithori- 
ties do not desire to settle the dificrences 
in a friendly way they will have to be 
settled in an unfriendly way through the 
agency of the courts. 

Atter hearing from the various citizens 
and the representatives of the company, 
Chairman J. A. Hynds announced ad- 
journment until tomorrow morning at 9 
o clock, When the members of the com- 
mittee will inspect the various places 
about which complaints have been re- 
ceived. 

The first matter under dscussion yester- 
day was the abandoning of the Ashby 
street line in West End. 

West Enders Talk. 

William Arnold stated that the line had 
been a great convenience and since the 
cars had been taken off last November 
there had been much complaint. 

Dr. T. DPD. Longino explained the situa- 
tion. He said the travel] of the line had 
doubled during the last year it had been 
operated. 

Charles Kicklighter said he  helievea 
that the discontinuance of the line had 
= a great injustice to the neighbor- 
ood. 

T. B. Ferris stated that he had built 
his house in West End because of the 
Street car line. He believed property val 
ues had decreased. 

John Martin told of the inconvenience.

Councilman Burgess Smith said that the 
Ashby street line had been principally of 
advantage to him because of the crowd- 
ed condition of the other cars.

“I don’t think this committee should 
legislate in favor of the street railway 
company: I think the only thing you 
should take into consideration is the in- 
terests of the people. I think the com- 
rany should be allowed to make some 
Cuanges, but I do not think they should 
be allowed to abandon entire lines. 

“This is the first time I have appeared 
in opposition to anything they wanted, 
but I am not going to stop. If this mat- 
ter cannot be adjusted in a friendly way 
it will have to be settled in an unfriend- 
lv way. If they are not willing to treat 
with us it will have to be fought througt: 
the courts, because the people are not 
going to allow such a waolesale disre- 
gard of their interests ’
